Heights postm aster reports that 
her office has been swamped by the 
demand for defense bonds and sav­ 
ings stamps. 
Sale of $500 bonds 
are not uncommon and children by 
the dozens are the 
enthusiastic 
purdvwpors nixh e savings stamps. 
ih e demand for the bonds have 
been so great th at 1941 issues in 
the Chicago area have been sold 
out and 1942 issues are now' being 
sold, both in Chicago and in Ar­ 
lington Heights. 
The sales in Arlington Heights 
since the outbreak of the war al­ 
most equals the total of all sales 
in previous months of the present 
year. The postoffice has stamps 
in convenient book form available 
for resale by local business firms 
or others w'ho desire to aid their 
government by providing the pen­ 
nies, dimes and quarters that will 
go to make up the dollars th at will 
furnish the ammunition that our 
boys will use to bring Japan, Ger­ 
many and Italy to terms. 
With the big increase in Christ­

in the lobby, mailing all cards and 
packages early and have patience 
if others are ahead of you before 
the window’. 
For the convenience of patrons 
Arlington postoffice will be open 
until seven o’clock every evening, 
except Saturday, when the closing 
hour wilt be six o’clock. The office 
will be open Sunday from 8:30 to 
10:30 for the sale of stamps and 
receipt of mail.

should be under the supervision of 
the local civilian defense councils. 
It is not the purpose of these 
defense councils to act as spies 
in the communities as the govern­ 
ment has the proper agencies to 
take care of that sort of work. 
Emphasis was placed upon not 
“over organizing,” the idea of a

This type of labor is 
seldom found among the unem­ 
ployed. The Selective Service and 
Training Act authorizes the defer­ 
ment from m ilitary training, upon 
the same basis, of necessary men 
in industry and agriculture. 
“Selective Service officials and 
particularly local boards have not 
given sufficient consideration to 
the

many experienced young men en­ 
gaged in agriculture. An increas­ 
ing number of farm ers are com­ 
pelled to curtail their operations 
and to reduce their production of 
dairy products, vegetables, meat 
animals and other foodstuffs, due 
to the impossibility of replacing 
farm boys called into military ser­ 
vice. 
“We call upon officials of Gov­ 
ernm ent to give immediate atten­ 
tion to the farm labor .situation 
and demand that appropriate ac­ 
tion be taken to insure that ex­ 
perienced young men engaged in 
agriculture be given the same con­ 
sideration and treatm ent as skilled 
workman in industry under the Se­ 
lective Service and Training Act.”

Eggs worth 50% 


more than they 
were a year ago 


In times of good prices one is 
not likely to think in term s of los­ 
ing money, certainly* not so much 
as when prices are low. There is 


p great deal more at stake, how­ 
ever, when prices are high, or fav­ 
orable to the producer. If low* egg 
production exists then, the loss is 
actually greater than it would be 
if egg production were low dur­ 
ing a period of poor prices. 
There are still thousands of pul­ 
lets not housed — pullets which 
are consuming feed 
that 
costs 
about 3 cents a pound. Such flocks 
are losing money for the owner; 
in fact, about 50 per cent more 
than they did last fail, 
because 
eggs are worth 50 per cent more 
now than they were at this time 
last year. 
For good egg production at this 
season of tho veal’, 
the pullet 
flock should have: 
1. A poultry house which pro- 
vides four square feet 
of floor 
space for each bird. 
2. Some form of insulation in 
the house. 
3. A good ration in small feed­ 
ers, which are freshly filled every 
day, or at least every other day. 
4. Two w ater 
containers in a 
room approximately 20 by 20 feet. 
5. A ration featuring some form 
of milk, whole oats, a good grade 
of alfalfa, and a vitamin-D oil. 
6. A supplemental feeding of 
moist mash once a day, if neces­ 
sary. This practice is not essential 
for all flocks, but in the case of 
flocks “going 
stale” or 
losing 
weight, and for late, im m ature 
pullets, it should prove helpful. 
7. Lights if necessary. Lights 
might be used in the same situa­ 
tions in which moist mash feeding 
is suitable. A successful practice 
has been to use two IO-w att lamps 
a1 night in a room 20 by 20 feet. 
8. Fresh litter to keep up the 
spirits of the flock and for the 
maintenance of health. 
9. Regular attention; irregular­ 
ity plays havoc with egg produc­ 
tion. 
10. The benefit of some good 
common sense. It is not bought in 
bottles and bags.

“A t a recent meeting of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
in Chicago a W ashington official 
was present to discuss the ques­ 
tion of priorities for farm ers in 
the

and order all necessary repairs im­ 
mediately. 
It is not certain that sprays and 
insecticides will be very plentiful 
this next year, therefore growers 
are urged to order their insecti­ 
cides at the earliest possible date, 
as a m atter of fact, it will not be 
a bad plan for the farm ers to an- 
| ticipate all their supplies needed 
for 1942 and get their orders in as 
rapidly as possible.
